G. S, R. 260 (E).—In exerdse of the powers confetred by section 7 of the Tndlnn Telegr^h Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), 
the Central QovenmKsit hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Tolegr^h Rules, 1951, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegr^h (First Amendmenf) Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

"419. A(l); Directions for intercq)tion of any message or class of messages under snb-section (2) of section 5 of the 
Indian Telegr^h Act, 1885 (hereinafter referred to as the said act) shall not be issued except by an order made by the 
Secretary to the Govetment of India and by the Secretary to the State Gov ernment in charge of the Home Department in the 
case of a State Government. In emergent cases such order may be made by an officer not below the rank of a Joint Secretary 
to the Govemm^t of India, who has been duly authorised by the Union Home Secretary or the State Home Secretary, as the 
case may be. Such ordo' shall contain reasons for such directiotr A copy of such order shall be forwarded to the concerned 
Review Cormnittee ttithin a period of seven days : 

Provided that in emergent cases ; 

(1) in remote areas, where obtaining of prior directions for intercqttion of messages or class of messages is not 
feasible; or 

(ii) for operational reasons, where obtaining of prior directions for interception of messages or class of messages 

is not feasible 

the officer concerned may cany out the required intereception of messages or class of messages subject to its confirmation 
from the concerned conmetent officer within a period of fifteen days. 

(2) While Issuing directions under sub-rule (1) the officer shall conslda- possibUity of acquiring the necessary infor¬ 
mation by other means and the directions under sifb-rulc (1) shall be Issued only when it is not feasible to acquire the 
info rmati on by any other reasonable means. 

(3) The interception directed shall be interception of any message or class of messages as arae sent to or from any 
person or class of persons or relating to any particular subject whether such message or class of messages are received with 
one or more addresses, ^edfied in the order, being an address or addresses likely to be used for the transmission of commu¬ 
nications from or to one particular person Epeclfled or described in the order or one particular set or premises spedfiod or 
described in the order. 

(4) The directions shall ^ecify the name and designation of the officer or the authority to whom the intercepted 
message or class of messages is to ho disclosed and also epocliy that the use of Intercepted message or class of messages shall 
be subject to the provisions of sub-section (2) of section 5 of the said Act and the copies of the interested message or class 
of messages shall he destroyed when no longer required. 

(5) The directions for intcrcstion itiiaU remain in force, unless revoked earlier, for a period not exceeding ninety 
days from the date of issue and may be renewed but same shall not remain in force beyond a total period of one bimdrod and 
eighty days. 

(6) The officer issuing the directions for intercstion shall also make a request in writing to the Telegraph Authority 
who shall extend the fadlitles and cooperation for interception moationed in the directions. 

(7) The officer authorised to iiilercq)t any message or class of messages shall maintain proper records mentioning 
therein, the imercepted message or class of messages, the particulars of persons whose message has been intercepted, the 
name and other particulars of the officer or the authority to whom the intercepted message or class of messages has been 
disclosed, the number of copies of the intercepted message or class of message made and the modes or the method by which 
such copies are made, the date of destruction of the copies and the duration within which the directions r emain in force. 

(8) The Central Govt, and the State Govt., as the case may be, shall constitue a Review Co mmit tee. The Review 


Clommittee to be constituted by the Central Govt, shall consist of the following, namely: 

(a) Cabinet Secretary Chairnian 

(b) Secretaiy to the Goveamment of India Incharge, Legal Affairs .. Meinber 

(c) Secretary to the Government of India Ministry of Telecommunications ,. Member 

The Review Committee to be constitued by a State Govt, shall consist of the following, namely: 

(a) Chief Searetary Chairman 

(b) Secretary Law/Legal Remembrancer Member 

(c) Secretary to the State Gov ernment (other than the Home Secretary) .. Member 
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(9) The Review Conuhittee within a period of sixty days from the issue of the directions shall suo-moto mnVii 
necessary enquires and investigations and record its findings whether the directions Issued under snb^iulo (1) are in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of sub-scction (2) of section 3 of the Act. When the Review Committee is of the opiitlon that the 
directions are not in accordance with the provisions refomed to above, it may sot aside the directions and order for destruction 
of the copies of the intercepted message or class of messages.
